GRAND JURY 10 SEE 
‘LURE’ AND ‘FIGHT’ 


Morality of Both Plays to be 


Determined by That Body at 
Special Performances.

SHOWS ARE THEN TO CLOSE 


But If 16 of the Inquisitors Vote 
That Plays Are Not Immoral 
They Will Be Continued. 


The two theatrical productions, * The 
Lure” and “The Fight,” which were 
drawing large crowds respectively to 


the Maxine Elliott and Hudson The-| 


tres and about which the question of 
merality was raised by public officials, 
were withdrawn yesterday afternoon by 
their producers, Lee Shubert and Will- 
fam Harris, in accordance with an 
agreement reached between the pro- 
ducers and Chief Magistrate Willlam 
McAdoo The morality or immorality of 


the two plays is to be finally Judged by | 


the Grand Jury, to which the case will 
be transferred from the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions by direction of the District 
Attorney. 

A special performance of each play will 
be given for the Grand Jury. If six- 
teen of the twenty-three members of 
that body concur in the opinion of Chief 


Magistrate McAdoo that the plays are; 


indecent and public nuisances, without 
waiting for a jury trial, Lee Shubert 
will withdraw ‘“’‘I’ne Lure’ permanent- 
ly and disband the new companies that 
have been organized to present the play 
on the road. It was understood that 
William Harris, acting for the estate 
of Henry B. Harris, would do the same 
with “‘ The Fight.” 

At a conference held late yesterday 
afternoon between Mrs. Henry B. Harris 
and William Harris, producers of ‘‘ The 


Fight,” Bayard Veiller, its author, and | 
of | 


Max Steuer, counsel for the estate 
Henry B. Harris, it was declared that 
the part of the play to which objections 


had been raised should be rewritten in| 
such a way that its producers would be | 
its per- | 


justified in going ahead with 
fromance to-night. However, no such 
recasting of the play was contemplated 
in the agreement accepted by Chief 
Magistrate McAdoo, and it is not known 
whether the revised play will be allowed 
to proceed while arrange:ents are being 
made for the Grand Jury to witness a 
performance of ‘‘The Lure.” It is said 
that the estate of Henry B. Harris is 
anxious for the Grand Jury to see a 
performance of “ The Fight’’ as origin- 
ally produced. 

Chief Magistrate McAdoo had issued 
warrants for the arrest ot Lee Shubert

and William Harris, and when they ap-; 


peared in his court yesterday afternoon 
they were technically under arrest. Fol- 
lowing their agreement to withdraw the 
two productions, however, they were 
released on their own recognizance. 
Otherwise, Magistrate McAdoo sald, the 
Plays would have been stopped by addi- 
tienal warrants calling for the arrest 
of the players. 

As a result of the agreement, Magis- 
trate McAdoo explained, the case was 
now entirely out of his jurisdiction. He 
said he was satistied with the action 
of the two producers, because they had 
abided by his decision regarding the 
morality of the plays, as they original- 
ly had promised to do. 


Untermyer Suggested Test. 


The terms of the agreement on which 
the two plays were withdrawn were 
proposed in a letter from Samuel Unter- 
myer to Chief Magistrate McAdoo. In 
that letter Mr. Untermyer said: 


I thank you for having afforded me 
the opportunity to see the play to en- 
able me to determine for myself 
whether I would accept the retainer to 
represent Messrs. Shubert. It is not 
true, as reported, that I have as yet 
agreed to act, and I know you will un- 
derstand that I would not under any 
circumstances do so, no matter what 
anyone else might think of the play, 
if in my judgment it should not be 
produced. 

I have, however, been very much im- 
pressed by the opinions of the hosts of 
social and charity workers and promi- 
nent men and women who read and ap- 
proved the play before it was _pro- 
duced and have since witnessed its 
production that it teaches a_ great 
moral lesson and that its production 
will aid them in their work of reform. 

I am sure you will agree with me 
that mistakes have been made on this 
subject. With all due respect to the 
suppression of ‘‘ Mrs. Warren’s Tro- 
fession,’”’ it was one of those mistakes, 
as the courts afterwards determined. 
In many respects it is in my judg- 
ment one of the great plays of this 
generation. 

‘“‘Damaged Goods,’’ the production 
of which is due largely to the support 
of the Medical Society, in the same 
way as this play is unanimously sup- 
ported by the charity and social work- 
ers of the city, is another illustration. 


Says We Need Public Censor, 


We need badly a public censor tn 
this city. There is almost unanimous 
demand for the continued production 
of this play among the splendid, self- 
sacrificing reform workers, who are 
best acquainted with the evil of which 
it treats. The same sentiment has, I 
am told, aiso been demonstrated at 
every performance and especially since 
votes have been taken at the perfor- 
mances following the public agitation 
of this subject, where the judgment 


has been overwhelmingly in its favor. 

I do not believe that the police have 
the power to suppress the play until 
the courts have reached a determina- 
tion, and am of the opinion that they 
would be enjoined from doing so. Any 
other course would be too much like 
first convicting a man and depriving 
him of his property and trying him 
afterward. 

I am not, however, disposed to ad- 
vise Messrs. Shubert to rely upon 
their gmere legal rights here. A far 
more’ important principle is involved. 
They are quite as anxious as you or 
I or as any one else not to permit 
the presentation of an unwholesome 

lay and not to offend the decent pub- 
ic sentiment of the community on 
whom they must rely for their patron- 
age and success. 

I have advised Messrs. Shubert that, 
in view of the difference of opinion 
that has now developed with you, 
they ought to withdraw the play, al- 
though under no legal obligation to do 
so; and have consented to assist 
them to test their right to produce 
the play in an orderly way in the 
courts, but only on condition that they 
withdraw the play meaitime and that 
the case shall be immediately sent 
to the Grand Jury. who will be asked 
to attend the performance and to act 
as censors. lf they by a vote of 16 of 
the 23 agree with you, the play shall 
be permanentiy withdrawn and the 
new companies that have been engaged 


to present it on the road will be dis- |

‘Friends Talk of Suicide, but 


}and his family to Montauk, crashed into | 


| the rear of a passenger train, eastbound, 
; which had come to a stop at the Bridge- 
{hampton station and was discharging 
{Pussengers, at 4:54 o’elock this after- 
| noon. 

The engine of the special plowed 
through the wooden last coach, reduc- 
) ing the rear of it to splinters, and car- 
;ried both trains along for 100 feet be- 
fore the engineer was able to bring it 
to a stop, leaving the wreckage of the 
rear coach in the wake. 

None of those in the special car was 

injured. As soon as President Peters 
was out of his car he took command, 
jand directed employes who had started 
| to make their way into the wrecked 
|coach. At the upper end of this coach 
@ man and woman were found lying on 
{the floor in the midst of fragments of 
{glass and woodwork. They had been 
oe from seats near the front door 
{of the car. After being carried outside 
|they were renioved to the Southampton 
| Hospital, where it was reported that 
| they were suffering from painful in- 
|juries but were not in any danger. 
,; There were four passengers in the first 
|eoach of the local train. They were 
;}thrown from their seats, but were not 
i hurt. 

Just how the accident occurred is not 
iknown. The local is a regular train, and 
|} was on time when the special crashed 
|into it. The President’s special was run- 
lning as ‘Extra No. 230,” and was 
‘manned by Engineer R. Hampton and 
Conductor N. Vail. None of the rail- 
|road employes would make any explana- 
tion of the cause of the wreck, but it 
| was said that a full statement of the 
facts of the collision would be given out

KILLED UNDER HER AUTO. 


| Mrs. L. A. Thompson, Scenic Rail- 
| way Man’s Widow, Dies in Jersey.

CALDWELL, N. J., Sept. 9.—Mrs. 
| Laura Thompson, widow of the late L. 
| A. Thompson, builder and proprietor of 
j the scenic railways that bear his name, 
{was motoring with her sister, Mrs. B. 
| Doyle, in a two-seated roadster near 
| Pine Brook, three miles from this place 
[ eerely after 8 o’clock last evening, 
; when just after passing the Pine Brook 
Hotel, on rounding a turn, they saw a 
big brewery automobile truck coming 
down the road in the opposite direction. 

Mrs. Thompson, who was. driving, 
swerved sharply to the right in order to 
pass the brewery truck and in doing so 
lust control and her automobile went 
crashing through the fron guard rai! 
at the side of the road. There is a steep 
up grade to this section on either side 
of which is a ravine eight feet deep. 

Snapping off a section of the iron rail, 
the roadster plunged into the ravine and 
turned over. Mrs. Thompson was pinned 
under the car and crushed to instant 
death, while her sister, Mrs. Doyle, was 
thrown out as the car made its down- 
ward plunge and was hurled twenty feet, 
landing in a field. She was severely cut 
and bruised about the face and body, 
and may also have sustained internal 
injuries. 

Mrs. Doyle cried aloud for help and 
then lost consciousness. But her cries 
were heard by Henry Gottschalk, pro- 
prietor of the Pine Brook Hotel, and he 
hurried to the spot. The driver of the 
brewery truck stopped, too, and with 
Gottschalk did what he could for the 
injured woman. The two women were 
earried to the Pine Brook Hotel. 

Dr. Butler of Caldwell pronounced 
Mrs. Thompson dead. After consider- 
able effort he succeeded in reviivng Mrs. 
Doyle, the extent of whose injuries is 
not yet_definitely known. 

Mrs. Thompson was 35 years old and 
of very attractive appearance. She 
came to Caldwell from New York about 
six months ago and rented a handsome 
house in Mountain Avenue, North Cald- 


well, where she lived with her sister, 
Mrs. Doyle, and her brother-in-law.

was accompanied by her sister, Miss 
Katherine A. Welsh, and both were de- 
termined that Mr. Sherman should not 
introduce Miss Blanche Smith, the 
teacher of his choice, as the new Prin- 
cipal of the school. Mr, Sherman and 
Miss Smith appeared quite early, too, 
Mr, Sherman armed with a _ formal 
notification that the Board of Educa- 
tion had suspended Miss Laura Welsh 
on charges of insubordination and with 
an order to himself from School Com- 
missioner Stephen D. Riddle to take 
charge of the St. Cloud School.

But while Mulligan is optimistic and 
refuses to believe that any harm has 
come to ‘“ Big Tim,’’ there are other 
friends of the missing Congressman who 
admit that they are apprehensive, and 
some even who say they fear he has 
killed himself. These friends say that 
when “ Big Tim” returned from Eu- 
| rope on the Imperator a few weeks ago 
his appearance and his actions showed 
Plainly that the sea voyage and the 
rest in England had not effected the 
cure that his .physicians and relatives 
had hoped for. hey also recall that 
only a few weeks ago “Big Tim” 
eluded his attendants and roamed about 
the Bowery, visiting his old haunts, for 
hours before he was found and taken to 
the apartments of Larry Mulligan in 
the Hotel St. Denis. 

It was earty in the morning of Aug. 
31 that ‘“ Big Tim”’ escaped. He was 
then at the home of his brother, Patrick 
Sullivan, in East Chester, and was in the 
care of three male nurses. Since “ Big 
Tim's" illness became serious Patrick 
Sullivan ha# been to all intents and 
purposes his brother's keeper, and it was 
he who took him to Europe and who, 
when he failed to mend as a result, of 
the change of climate and environment, 
brought him home again. 

In his efort to find ‘‘ Big Tim,”’ Larry 
Mulligan telegraphed to Sullivan's busi- 
ness partners in the West. One of the 
messages was to Considine of the Sulli- 
van-Considine’ vaudeville’ circuit, in 
Seattle. Considine replied that he had 
not heard a word from Sullivan and 
that none of his friends in that part of 
the West knew of his whereabouts. 
Another message, sent by a friend of 
Sullivan in this city, was to Earl 
Rogers of Los Angeies, put Rogers was 
not in Los Angeles, and his friends 
there said they were certain he knew 
nothing about Sullivan. 


Slipped Out While Guards Slept. 


It was said yesterday that when “ Big 
Tim’’ made his escape from Patrick 
Sullivan’s home the three men who 
were employed to watch him were 
asleep, and that the Congressman had 
been gone several hours before they 
found it out and reported the disap- 
pearance to Larry Mulligan and other 
relatives in New York. None of the 


members of the Patrick Sullivan family 
was at home when “ Big Tim”’ escaped. 

The night prior to the escape the Con- 
gressman sat up late playing cards with 
his attendants. The four played until 
an early hour, and then two of the at- 
tendants pleaded fatigue and went to 
bed, only one remaining with Sullivan. 
He soon tired also and went to sleep, 
and Sullivan took advantage of the op- 

ortunity and quietly left the house. 

he direction he took or the means em- 
ployed te speed his departure remain a 
mystery. 
Sullivan, it was said, had very little 
money with him. ‘There are hundreds 
of friends who would advance him 4&ny 
amount, but so tar as known he has 
not appealed to any of these for funds. 
If he had, it is believed, news of the 
fact would have been communicated to 
Larry Mulligan or Patrick Sullivan long 
before this. One of the reports current 
yesterday was that “Big im” had 
only $1 when he disappeared, 
William B. Kilison, former Corpora- 
tion Counsel and now a member of the 
committee appointed by the court to 
administer “ Big ‘lim’s” estate, said 
yesterday that he did not. believe the 
Congressman had met with harm of any 
kind. Like Mulligan, he believes that 
“ Big Tim” eventually will show up and 
that he will be little if any the worse 
for his outing. 
“On the Friday preceding his disap- 
pearance,’ said Mr. Ellison yesterday, 
‘Tim came to my office with Larry 
Mulligan to talk over certain business 
maiters. On that day he appeared to 
be in good health and spirits, and I am 
sure that he understood everything that 
was said and done. The next day he 
came in again and deposited a check 
with me, and was again struck by 
his apparent great improvement. He 
seemed to have regained much of his 
old-time vigor, and we were sp reas- 
sured that we began to take steps 
to _ him resume the control of his 
iffaly 
“At his brother Patrick’s home Tim 
improved greatly, and when T last saw 
| Bin he had gained considerably in 
; weight, his color was good, and upon 
; the whole his condition was so satis- 
; factory that I looked for his speedy re- 
turn to control of his business. He 
left me with his old-time smile, and [ 
arranged with him to come to my office. 
“The next I heard of ‘ Big Tim’ was 
on Labor Day, the day following his 
; disappearance. I was informed that 
{ he had played pinochle late the night 
before and that some time in the early 
morning he had changed his clothes 
and gone away. Furthermore he tvok 
some clothes with him, showing that 
| his departure was premeditated and that 
he knew exactly what he was doing. , 

“T have not heard a word from him 
since his departure, but I have no ap- 
prehension. I thought perhaps he had 
gone to Seattle to visit Mr. Considine, 

but a wire from Mr. Considine said that 
he was not there. Neither have his 
tmoany friends in Albany had any word

Demers which state an Eskimo named 
Akulak informed manager of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, Chesterfield Inlet, | 
that Messrs. Radford and Street were | 
murdered by Bathurst Inlet Eskimos at! 
Radford

of the fight seems authentic. All Eski- | 
mo reports are necessarily received with | 
caution. Supt. Demers was going to} 
Fullerton and intended making careful 
inquiry. Report by mails.” 

Supt. Demers is the otficer command- 
ing the mounted police at Churchill. | 
lt was reported some time ago that) 
Street had left Radford and had been 
lost while making his way south from} 
Chesterfield Inlet. The police had been | 
searching for him along the trail from 
Churchill to Norway House. 

Lieut. Col. Street of Ottawa, brother | 
a postcard from his brother dated June, | 
1912, saying that he and Radford had } 
arrived at Norway House and had met 
the Eskimos there. The postcard was 
stamped ‘‘ Norway House.” : 

Details of the alleged murder received 
in Ottawa by mail say that Radford | 
and Street In the Fall of 1911 left Ches- 
terfield, the most northerly Hudson Bay 
post, to go inland with Eskimos to trade 
with other Eskimos at Schultz Lake. 
On the arrival there they arranged to 
remain with the inland tribe, but Rad- 
ford got into an altercation with one 
of them, who speared him to death. 
Street, going to his companion s assist- 
ance, was speared from behind. The 
coast Eskimos, fearing to tell of the 
tragedy on their return, reported that 
the white men had gone with the other | 
tribe. 





Members of the Arctic Club were sur- | 
prised last night when they were in- 
formed by THE Tims of the report, con- 
tained in a dispatch from Ottawa, that |

plorer, and writer of this city, had been 
killed by Eskimos, 
As Herbert L. Bridgman expressed it, | 
there never was any display of savagery | 
among the Fskimos, though he admitted | 
that it was not improbable that a quar- 
rel had started between the Eskimo 
guides and the white explorers. Mr. 
Bridgman said that he had correspond- 
ed with Mr, Radford before his depart- 
ure for the arctic regions, but that he 
had heard of him since then only 
through the newspaper dispatches. 
According to the last newspaper ac- 
counts, Mr. Bridgman said, there was} 
everv reason to believe that Street and | 
Radford were safe. It was true saat 
they were short of provisions some time 
azo, but he had heard that fresh sup- 
plies had been sent to them, ; 
Radford started from New York in} 
January, 1909, for the arctic region, | 
with the double purpose of geographical 
discovery and zoological investigation. 
At that time he expected to be gone not 


longer than three years. 
Many of the olaer members of the | 


Arctic Club remember ‘when Radford: 
was known most widely as * Adirondack { 
Harry.” because of his familiarity with | 
the wilds of Northern New York. AS 
an explorer he first attracted the at | 
tention of zoologists in 17930, when he 
returned to New York with the head, 
berns and hide of a gigantic wood bison 
that he had shipped from Fort Smith, 
Northwest Territory, to be added to/[ 
the collection of the Museum of Natural | 
History. In 1912 Government scientists | 
in Washington showed a great deal of 
interest in the announcement that Rad- 
ford had discovered a herd of 350 wild 
buffalo in the Slave Lake district. 

The last direct word from Radford 
was a letter received by Anthony Fiala, 
Secretary of the Arctic Club, of which 
Radford was a member. The letter was 
written at Fort Resolution. Great Slave 
Lake, Northwest Territories, on July 9, 
1911, and was received by Mr. Fiala in 
the middle of Sentember of the same 
vear. Radford told o. the desertion of 
his guides. A few weeks later two tons 
of supplies for him_were forwarded to 
a remote point on Hudson Bay. 

According to information received in 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, on July 22 last, 
news of Radford was brought to 
Herschell Island by his half-breed In- 
dian guide, returning to that place for 
supplies. The guide, it was_ then 
learned, had reported that Radford was 
in good health, after having collected 
specimens of animal and vegetable life, 
and expected to go further north and to 
remain two years longer.

; Another important record left by Ad- 
jmiral Peary in the arctic regions 
years ago, ata place which no 
white man had ever visited before him, 
has been recovered through a Dane.

BODY IN TRUNK IN CELLAR. 


Abraham Rubenstein of Brooklyn 
Found Murdered In Ottawa. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 9.—The body of 
Abraham Rubenstein of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
a bookmaker’s clerk who had been 
missing since the Connaught Park race 
meet, was found in a trunk in a vacant 
house at 388 Somerset Street to-night. 
The police immediately began an inves- 
tigation. 

The trunk was discovered under a 
pile of coke in the basement, where it 
evidently had Iain for a long time. It 
is not known how Rubenstein was mur- 
dered. 

Rubenstein, who was an employe of 
Nathan Shapiro, last was seen on the 
night of Thursday, Aug. 28.

They exame- 
ined pillows in six different apartments 
in the neighborhood, but each* time 
found that they were different in size 
or pattern from the one used by the 
murderer. 

The seventh sale was to a Japanese, 
who lived at 251 West i45th Street. It 
was found there that three months ago 
the Japanese had moved into 110th 
Street, and the detectives did not suc- 
ceed last night in finding him at his new 
address.

**Pretty soon I'll be able to walk 
about without any one following me,”’ 
he sald. ‘‘ Canada is going to give me 
my freedom,” 

It was only a few days ago that some 
of Thaw’s attorneys were ready to ad- 
mit that nothing could save him from 
immediate deportation, and William 
Travers Jerome awaited him over the 
border in Vermont. 

On his walk Tnaw wore the same gray 
suit he had on when he was arrested 
after his entry into Canada. He nodded 
a cheery greeting to the correspondents. 
| He seemed to be in the best of health 
and in high spirits. He even had a jok- 
ing remark for the Dominion policeman. 
The air was cool and bracing, and Thaw 
threw back his head and stepped out at 
a pace which made the Inspectors hurry 
to keep pace with him. 

Three hours before Thaw started on 
his stroll, a train bearing a bevy of 
chorus girls of a musical comedy com- 
| pany, which played at Sherbrooke to- 
night, pulled into the Coaticook station 
of the Grand Trunk Railroad. It was 
announced that there would be a delay 
of twenty minutes while baggage was 
being examined, and every one ieft the 
train for the platform. Thaw looking 
from the window of the detention room, 
saw the gathering of young women. 
When they started to cheer him he 
threw open the window and put his face 
near the bars. 

‘* Hello, Harry!’ called one of the 
girls. ‘‘Do you want to see the show 
to-night? ”’ 

‘“* You bet I'd like to,’’ Thaw replied. 

“Well, we will be waiting for you 
when you get out,”’ said the girl. 

“I’m afraid that will be some time 
from now,’’ returned the prisoner with 
a smile. 

A cheer went up as the crowd started 
back to the train. 

Thaw was asked what he thought of 
the hearings before Magistrate Mulvena 
last night, when William Travers Je- 
rome was absolved from the charge of 
gambling. 

‘“‘T know all about it,’’ he said. ‘It 
was irregular, of course, but I don’t 
think anything more will be done about 
it. I guess Jerome got off.”’ 

Thaw said he did not think his 
;mother, who was now in Montreal, 
| would come on here to see him. 

“She wants to take a rest, and I 
shall see her when I get there for the 

hearing,’”’ he said. ‘I believe that I 
'am to be taken to Montreal on Satur- 
|day, but of course it may be a day or 
two before that.”’ 

There was still a feeling of deep re- 
sentment in Coaticook over the release 
of Jerome, and reports were not lack- 
ing that attempts would be made to get 
him back here on the gambling charge 
or on some other in connection with 
the poker game. 

Justice James McKee, Sr., the aged 
Magistrate who issued the warrant for 
Jerome's arrest and at the last moment 
refused to delegate his powers to Magis- 
trate Mulvena, sat.in a chair on the 
porch of his home much of the time to- 
day, the centre of a little group of dis- 
gruntled citizens. He had a heavy coat 
wrapped about his shoulders to protect 
him from the chill air. 

‘““Well, my position is just this,’’ 
told Tue Trmgs correspondent. ‘I called 
the hearing for Thursday, and on 
Thursday it’s a-going to be. 
ln-going to see what'll happen, 
whether that fellow Jerome will appear. 
I didn’t tell anybod 
the case. Perhaps they had a right to; 
perhaps they ain’t; but just the same 
I’m going to have my hearing, and no 
one’s going to stop me. So there!” 
Assertions such as this were cheered 
by the enemies of Jerome; but the feel- 
ing here is that Jerome will not be 
|hothered any more about the part he 
‘took in the poker game at the Grand 
Trunk station on Thursday. The .ma- 
jority of the people would like to see 
{him arrested again, but they feel that 
the whole affair has attained more than 
local importance, and that the action 
lof Magistrate Mulvena will not be inter- 
fered with. It was said in Sherbrooke 
that MeKee might find himself in dan- 
ger of being held in contempt of court 
if he tried to make any further trouble. 
The case of Roger Thompson, the 
chauffeur who drove the automobile in 
which Thaw escaped from Matteawan, 
will come up before Magistrate Mulvena 
in Sherbrooke to-morrow morning. 
Thompson is charged with entering the 
Dominion by stealth and with aiding an 
undesirable person to enter. If his claim 
that he is a Canadian citizen is dis- 
proved, he may be deported. 
Thaw received several telegrams to- 
day congratulating him on the fight he 
had made. One was signed by 100 citi- 
zens of Fulton, Ky. 


MRS. THAW IN MONTREAL. 


Has Confidence That Canada Will 
Give Her Son Liberty. 
Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 9.—Mrs. William 
Thaw, mother of Harry K. Thaw, ar- 
rived in Montreal this morning, and will 
remain here at least until the conclu- 
sion of the court proceedings which 
open next Monday. Mrs, Thaw came 
directly from her Summer home at 

Cresson, Penn. She was greatly fa- 

tigued by her journey, and declined to 

be seen by newspaper men. Through 

a friend, gowever, she expressed confi- 

dence in the ultimate success gf her 

son’s fight for liberty. To this friend 
she is reported to have said: 
“With Canadian sympathy 
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Harry, and ‘the Canadian people as a 
whole with us, I can see no other way 
out of it than Harry’s liberty.”’ 

Mrs. Thaw is said to have admitted 
that it would be a long fight, but to 
have also asserted that her son would 
be backed by the steadfast support and 
determination of the family. 

“The Immigration act is full of holes, 
It is a assert disgrace to Canada,”’ 
said J. N. Greenshields, counsel for 
Thaw. ‘‘Thaw’s chances were never 
better at any time since he was first 
arrested on a charge of murder.’ 

According to Mr. cireenshields the 
handling of the case by the immigration 
authorities was irregular. It is said 
that Mr. Greenshields demanded’ the 
order of the Minister of Justice au- 
thorizing the holding of the inquiry, | 
and that E. Blake Robertson, Assistant } 
Superintendent of Immigration, de- 
clined to produce it. It is alleged that 
this is in violation of the act itself, 
which provides for such an order, after 
the alien affected has been in the coun- 
try ten days. Thaw was in Canada /'f- 
teen days before his arrest and deten- 
tion by the immigration officers. { 

T. R. E. Meinneg, one of the framers 
of the act, has made an affidavit to the 
effect that the .authorities took Thaw 
without possessing the necessary docu- 
ment, It ig further alleged that the 
Immigration Board has no right to pro- 
ceed with the drafting of its order of 
deportation after it has received notice 
of the issue of the writ of prohibition 
by the Court of King’s Bench. i

SUES HARRY THAW’S MOTHER.

Induced Him to Defend White’s 
Slayer on Credit, Gleason Says. 


John B. Gleason of Rector Street, 
one of the lawyers who defended Harry | 


Kx, Thaw in his first trial for the murder | 
of Stanford White, in filing suit yester- 


day in the Federal District Court 
against Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw for 
553,000, with interest from June 1, 1907, | 
accuses her of making untrue and/ 
fraudulent statements for the purpose} 
of inducing him to defend her son on} 


credit. 

In his complaint Mr. Gleason recites 
that he was retained by Thaw on July 
7, 1906, on the understanding that he 
was to extend credit until after the} 
trial of the indictment, and states that | 
Mrs. Thaw intormed him that all dis- | 
bursements made by her on account of | 
her son were made in her own behalt | 
as head of the family and were not to! 
be considered as liabilities of her son} 
to her, except in so far as they might! 
be treated as advances against his in-: 
terests under her last will. Moreover, 
Mr. Gleason contends that Mrs. Thaw 
agreed to pay him all sums necessary 
for the defense of her son other than 
the retainer. 

The discussion about the payment for 
his legal services, Mr. Gleason says, 
came up at the time that Thaw’s first | 
lawyers were discharged and the set- 
ting up ot a defense founded on_insan- 
ity was under consideration. It was 
held that if the question of insanity 
came up there might be objections to 
siving Thaw’s property as security for 
the fees, and it was recognized that if 
Mr. Gleason insisted on specific security 
Mrs. Thaw would have to furnish it. 

So, Mr. Gleason says, relying on the 
representations made to him, he con- 
sented to act without getting a retainer 
from Mrs. haw. He then performed } 
services reasonably worth $80,000, and 
made disbursements amounting to $10,- 
115, for which he gave an account, 
which Thaw accepted as correct on 
June 1, 1907. Up to that date Mr. Glea- 
son had received $30,100, and since then 
he has received from the bankrupt’s 
estate $6,800, and he contends that there 
is still $53,000 owing to him. 

Mrs. Thaw, the complaint says, loaned 
$20,000 to sher son, and afterward gave 
$70,000 to him for his defense. Mr. 
Gleason goes into the petition of bank- 
ruptey which Thaw filed in Pennsyl- 
vania in 1908. In these proceedings, he 
says, Mrs. Thaw proved loans to the | 
estate amounting to $209,674.39, which 
were sufficient to enable Harry to de-

clare himself a bankrupt, and to de- 
prive Gleason of recourse to the income 
enjoyed under the will of his 
father, William Thaw. The complaint 
says this will contained a _ provision, 
valid as a spendthrift trust under the 
laws of Pennsylvania, which prevented 
his creditors from obtaining possession 
of any of the income derived from the 
estate left to ‘Thaw. 

Mr. Gleason asserts in his complaint 
that all the representations and state- | 
ments made by Mrs. Thaw were to her| 
knowledge untrue and fraudulent, and 
that they were made for the purpose of 
making him defend her son on credit, 
inasmuch as he was ignorant of the fact 
that Thaw owed his mother anything.

On $20 a Week Salary He Kept

THEFTS MAY TOTAL $100,000

—Beautiful ‘‘ Wife’’ Gone, Too.

The general manager did not care to 
discuss the office system that apparent- 
ly permitted the exclusive handling of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
eash and checks by a young $20 a week 
clerks, and he positively declined to 
make known Schildknecnt’s system for 
diverting thousands into his own pocket 
on the eground that it might teach 
others how to turn the trick. — 

It 1s said, however, that Schildknecht 
stamped the checks which he held out 
with a specially made stamp reading 


|‘* Pay to John Schildknecht,”’ and then 


deposited them to his own account. A 
representative of the Chase National 
Rank, fiscal agent for the Washburn- 
Crosby Company, said yesterday that 
Schildknecht did not have his private 
account at that institution, and that the 
bank had received no notification that 
it was concerned in the matter in any 
way. 

Detectives working on the case un- 
earthed many interesting facts about 
the double life whith Schildknecht had 
been leading. From May 1 until Aug. 
27, the day of his disappearance, he 
lived at the Garden City Hotel on Long 
Island, occupying a suite for which he 
is said to have paid $115 a week. His 
establishment included a_ beautiful 
young woman whom he introduced as 
his wife, a maid for her, and a valet 
for himself, in addition to a chauffeur 
and the latter's wife. The wages he 
paid to the chauffeur exceeded his own 
salary as cashier. 

So lavish were his expenditures at 
Garden City that he became generally 
known as ‘the boy millionaire.’”” He 
played the réle of a rich man’s son per- 
fectly, explaining that the wealthy par- 
ent was in Europe, and as he always 
paid in cash no questions were asked. 

Schildknecht had a passion for automo- 
biling, and kept two high-powered six- 
eylinder cars. On week ‘day mornings 
he was driven in his favorite gray car 
from the Garden City Hotel to the Ja- 
maica station of the Long Island Rail- 
road or Atlantic Avenue station of the 
Subway in Brooklyn. Then he under- 
went a lightning transformation from 
“boy millionaire’ to unassuming cash- 
fer, and once in his office there was 
not the least sign to indicate that he 
had changed his mode of life or was 
doing anything beyond what he, had 
always done, according to his employ- 
Returning from business at night, 


he would be met by one of his cars, 


| which often contained the young beauty 


who posed as his wife. Then the 
hard-working cashier became the gay 
spender. 

This idyl might have continued indef- 
initely had not the main office of the 
flour company in Minneapolis detected 
something wrong with the balance 
sheets last month, and communicated 
over the long-distance telephone with 
the New York office. Realizing that the 
game was up, Schildknecht folded his 
account books and silently stole away. 

While as cashier he is said to have 
stolen close to $100,000; as a spender he 
was scrupulously honest in his finan- 
cial dealings, settiing in full with Gar- 
den City tradesmen as well as with the 
hotel, before he went away. He left 
no forwarding address for his mail, but 
asked to have it held until his return.

Sir Oliver Lodge Declares It 
Will Become a Matter of 
Scientific Knowledge. 


EVIDENCE ALREADY GREAT 


Telepathy Demonstrating the Tran- 
scendence of the Spiritual 
Over the Material.

LONDON, Sept. 9.—Sir Oliver Lodge, 
who will deliver the inaugural address 
at the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion at Birmingham to-morrow, has 
given timely expression to his views 
en the ultimate unity of faith and 
science in this week’s Christian Com- 
monwealth, 

Among a number of questions put to 
tim was the inquiry: “ Has recent 
scientific investigation, particularly 
inquiry into the constitution of matter 
and the origin and nature of Ife, 
made it easier to belfeve in God?” 

“Belief has not been made easier,” 
was the reply, “but has been made 
fuller, truer, and more real. For this 
is the effect of all knowledge among 
those who understand and assimilate 
it. Thorough knowledge often has a 
different, even an opposite effect from 
superficial knowledge.” 

Asked whether he thought the world 
was near to a demonstration of the hu- 
man personality’s survival after bod- 
fly death, Sir Oliver answered: 

‘“ Yes, certainly, and that which has 
been fn the past a matter of religious 


faith will become in the future a mat- 
‘ter of scientific knowledge. I do not 


say that proof is crucially complete as 
yet, but the evidence is so exceedingly 
strong that only by mental contor- 
tion can its cogency be evaded. Dem- 
onstration cannot be based on any sin- 
gie instance or any one group of facts, 
‘but it will be the cumulative result of 
a great mass of gradually acquired ex- 
perience.” 

“What ere the assured scientific 
‘conclusions regarding psychological 
research?” was asked. 

“Scientific men,” was the reply, 
“have not universally accepted aol 
conclusions, not even telepathy, and 
inasmuch as the significance of telepa- 
thy is very great and wide, opening 
nothing less than a new volume in 
the history of human knowledge, some 
slowness in accepting it is natural 
and wholesome. 

“Few people probably realize the; 
far-reaching scope of the fundamental 
consequences of this newly discoy- 
ered human faculty. It tends to unite 
two states of existence and to deman- 
strate the transcendence of the spir- 
ftual over the material in a way which 
the anciently known human faculties 
did not.” 

The most remarkable personal fact 
Joout the British association meeting 
is the large share that women will 
take in the discussion. The most dis- 
tinguised feminine guest as Mme. 
Curie. - 

For the first time a woman is the 
President of a section, namely, Miss 
Ethel Sargent, the well-known bot- 
anist. Women are contributing 
papers in most of the sections, and 
where they are not contributing they 
are forming the subject matter of de- 
bate. 

The sex problem will, indeed, be dis- 
cussed in more than one section from 
different points of view. 

There are certainly as many as 
twenty contributed papers by women, 
and the range of their papers Is as 
remarkable as the number. Mrs. 
Charles Temple will give the result 
of investigations in Nigeria. 

The new sub-section of psychology 
is dominated by women. They take 
almost a half share in the educational 
section, Women also contribute two 
of the most practical papers in the 
agricultural section.

wrecked cars there on the day following 
jthe collision. In his opinion, the cause 
iof the wreck at Tyrone was a failure 
to obey signals.

| Mr. Belnap says the rear end of the

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WANT RAIL WRECKS SIFTED. 


Eleven Roads Urge Investigation Be- 
fore Legislation.

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Representatives of 
eleven railroads sent a long telegram to- 
|day to the Commerce Committees of the 
| Senate and the House of Congress and 
j}to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
| sion urging the members to make a full 
investigation of the causes of railroad 


accidents before undertaking legislation 
to prevent wrecks. 


The telegram asserted that although 
all railroads were replaciing their 
wooden cars with steel cars as fast as 
possible, a law demanding that the 
wooden cars be done away with at once 
would cost the roads $633,000,000. 
| The roads also assert that the records 
showed that 92 per cent. of the number 
killed by the railroads each year were 
not passengers, but were trespassers. 

“The last report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission shows,” the mes- 
sage continued, ‘‘ that of forty-nine col- 
lision accidents investigated, forty-eight 
had been caused by the failure of some 
employe to do his duty, and that thirteen 
of these had occurred on Hnes having 
block stgnals. 

“Figures show that block signals are 
no specific for collisions and steel cars 
do not prevent accidents, merely miti- 
gate their effects. 

“In view of these facts, we suggest 
that any action regarding railway acci- 
dents which Congress may take should 
be to ascertain the causes and remedies 
for all classes of accidents. The facts 
show that the situation would be in- 
adequately dealt with by legislation 
aiming merely to remove the causes, or 
mitigate the effects, of accidents to 
trains alone.”

Can’t Afford to Pay $15,000 a Year 
and Wants It Cut. 


William Gould Brokaw i!s unable to 
pay $15,000 a year alimony to Mrs.

HERE TO STUDY CLOTHING. 


Big Australian Manufacturer Inves- 
tigates American Methods. 


The term ‘ ready-made,” as applied 
to clothes, has not yet come into vogue 
in Australia, according to W. H. Doery 
of Melbourne, who is one of a firm of 
clothing manufacturers out there. Mr. 
Doery spoke of his firm yesterday as 
“tailors to the trade,’’ and explained 
es they made clothes to sell at whole- 
sale. 

“I have been traveling about to get} 
pointers here as to how you manufac- | 
ture clothes in large quantities,’’ said | 
Mr. Doery at the Breslin. ‘We have 
rather a good-sized place at Melbourne, 
employing over 500 hands in our factory, 
and the manufacture of clothes for 
the trade is prowing fast. I have been 
interested n seeing whether our 
Australian wools were made up in the 
best way in this country. 

‘““We follow the English styles in 
manufacture, but I hive been interest- 
ed in seeing the American styles, In 
Chicago I saw the elaborate creations 
with scalloped pockets and fancy trim- 
mings, which am told are made up 
to sell to Southern negroes. We would 
not be able to put out such garments | 
in our country. On this trip have | 
visited Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, 
and Rochester, and have studied the 
new machinery you have for making 
ciothes. i may say that only thls’ morn- | 
ing I have ordered a lot to be sent | 
to our factory in Melbourne. 

“TJ may tell you that the art of ad- 
vertising clothes has not begun to de-| 
velop in Australia. In this America is! 
very much ahead of us. The majority 
of our clothes are imported from Eng- | 
land, and we have @ 25 per cent. tariff 
on woolen piece goods as opposed to 40 | 
per cent. on finished clothing. This | 
gives us a protection of 15 per cent., | 
which is substantial. : 

‘‘So far we have not been bothered | 
with strikes in the clothing industry. 
Our wage boards establish a minimum 
wage, below which it is unlawful to go.”

THE SANTO DOMINGAN REVOLT. 

Horacio Vasquez, who was regarded 
as the patriot of the revolution that 
overthrew the Presideticy of HELap1o 
Vioronta, is the leader of the present 
revolt in the Dominican Republic, 
whither President Witson has dis- 
patched Mr. James M. Svutttvan, the 
newly appointed Minister to that re- 
public. The outbreak is the more 
startling in that President Borpas, 
now making head against Vasquez, 
has been his close personal friend, and 
owes his place and power to the revo- 
lutionary leader. But Bogpas has 
failed to institute ‘the reforms for 
which Vasevez brought about the 
revolution of 1912. 

A new constitutional convention was 
to have been called, and an equal ex- 
tension of the suffrage throughout the 
republic was promised. After Borpas’s 
election, following the resignation of 
Archbishop Nove. as_ Provisional 
President of the republic, its congress 
met, and, according to the partisans of 
Vasquiz, defeated the plan of consti- 
tutional reform by the familiar Span- 
fish method of procrastination. The 
calling of the convention was post- 
poned until next December, then until 
the following Spring; meanwhile Pres- 
ident Bogpas, who controls Congres- 
sional activities, is accused of aspiring 
to a perpetual dictatorship. No soon- 
er did Gea.

THE TAX ON ART. 

In the Tariff bill as it has finally | 
passed the Senate by a vote of 44 to | 
37, books printed in foreign languages | 
and art antiquities, including all! 
paintings and sculpture more than | 
fifty years old, are restored to the free | 
list; but the tax of 15 per cent. ad va- |} 
lorem on modern paintings and statu- 
ary has been increased to 25 per cent. 
There was strong resistance in the 
Senate to the free importation of art} 
antiquities. The earnest and eloquent 
protests of Senators Loper and Root | 
and a few others availed to save the} 
country from a lapse into barbarism } 
The increased tax on 
modern art, however, is based on the 
settled conviction that art is a luxury, 
enjoyed chiefly by rich men, and that 
foreign picturés and statuary, there- 
fore, ought to pay a duty to swell the 
revenues of the Government. 

Senator Tuomas of Colorado, in the 
debate with Senators Root and LopGE 
on this subject, Sept. 3, expressed his 
reasons for urging the tax on art very 
frankly. ‘“‘ Our very wealthy people” 
import at great cost works of art for! 
their own private galleries; the pict- | 
ures are “immured from all public 
“inspection and restricted to them- 
“selves and to their immediate friends 
“and admirers as something acquired 
“to satisfy a taste or a fad, and to

“cess.” Therefore he favored a tax 
which will make it more difficult for! 
anybody who is not very rich, and; 
does not care what he pays for what | 
he wants, to possess worthy examples 
of foreign art. He was willing to ex- |

This is, of course, a narrow, bigoted 
view of the subject, but it has pre- 
vailed except in the case of the an- 
tiquities. And for that concession to 
the opinion of everybody who is com- |; 
peient to judge of the influence of art 
on Hfe we must be duly grateful. It 
had been hoped that the day was about 
to dawn when all art would be free. 
The artists, almost without exception, 
favor the removal of all duties on art. 
The old, mistaken idea that American 
artists were protected against the 
competition of the pauper painters of 
Europe by the imposition of a duty has 
been abandoned. But a majority of 
the Senators are firm in their convic- 
tion that rich men should be taxed in 
every possible way; so that poor men, 
artists and others, must pay a quarter 
more than the price for a foreign 
picture, or go without it.

M. MENIER’S ANTICOSTI EXPERI- 
MENT. 

The death of M. Henri MENIER, 
French capitalist and scientist, calis 
attention to his remarkable exper- 
iment in colonization on the island of 
Anticosti. Only a man of M. MENIER’s 
vast wealth could have undertaken, 
with a fair prospect .of success, the 
conversion of a wild and undeveloped

With a proper equipment of these sprink- 
lers, it says, 200 gallons of water would 
probably have been enough to extinguish 
the fire on the Imperator at its start, 
and the damage done would have been 
trivial. Without them, it was necessary 
to use some 2,000,000 gallons, a life was 
needlessly though heroically lost, and 
the loss mounted high Into the thousands 
of dollars. And this loss was incurred, 
too, in spite of the fact that the ship’s 
own fire-fighting facilities were aug- 
mented by the Hoboken Fire Depart- 
ment and a New York fireboat. Of 
course such aid is not available at sea, 

Lest any should doubt that ships 
should have better protection from fire 
than is given them, Safety Engineering 
adds to its article tables showing that 
throughout the world in the last seven 
and a half years one steamer has been 
completely or partially burned every 
day. Fortunately the majority of these 
fires break out in port, where the escape 
of those on board is usually easy and 
where aid from land firemen can be ob- 
tained. New Yorkers well remember, 
however, that even when the burning 
of a ship occurs in her dock the conse- 
quences may be of the most terrible 
kind.

Peter of the Wolcott Fought 
Turks and Bulgarians, but Now 


} Comes Back to His Job. 


r 


FELLOW-EMPLOYES SLAIN 


wo from ti:e Same Hotel Killed in 
Battle—Peter Tells of Bul- 
garian Atrocities. 


A short, swarthy man, with a bat- 
fered wide-brimmed hat and a long, 
black mustache whose ends turned 
the way a brigand’s might, entered the 
Wolcott yesterday morning and startled 
Manager McMann by addressing him 
by name. The manager did not recog- 
nize the visitor. 

** Why, I am Peter, the elevator boy,”’ 
said the latter. 

“Then shave off that mustache and 
go to work,” the manager told him, and 
jn half an hour Peter, or Petros Vasi- 
Jatos, was running the elevator up and 
down just as if he hadn’t been away 
Bince last November, making war upon 
the Turk, and later upon the Bulgarian. 

Peter’s brother, Angelos, who ran 
one Of the elevators at the Wolcott be- 
fore the war broke out, came back a 


month or more ago, as was told in THE 
Times, and is now on the same job. 
Angelos was in the Greek Navy, and 
was wounded in a battle off the Darda- 
nélles. Most of Peter's fighting has 
been done against the Bulgarians. He 
said yesterday that it was told in Greece 
that no fewer than 57.000 Greeks living 
in the United States had gone back at 
the beginning of the war to. fight for 
their native land. He himself had paid 
his own way to Greece and back again. 

The casualties among the addition to 
the Greek war force contributed by the 
Wolcott were heavy, for Peter brought 
news of the death of ‘ Billie ’’’ Skokas, 
also an elevator boy, and Nicholas, (last 
name unknown,) who concealed a pa- 
triotic enthusiasm under the apron of a 
dishwasher while he was at the hotel, but 
was one of the first to answer the ap- 
peal Greece made to her sons in this 
country. Both were killed in battle. 

*“*I went to my home, in the Island 
of Cephalonia,’? said Peter at the be- 
ginning of his Odyssey yesterday, and 
then i joined tie army, going first to 
Athens, where two or three weeks 
recruits were made into shape. I was 
in the infantry, and we were sent_to 
the neighborhood of Salonika. Our 
regiment was near or in Salonika four 
mnonths, and that covered the day when 
King George was assassinated. Then 
} was in a battle with the Bulgarians 
on April 26, ata place about four hours 
from Cavalla, and in_the mountains. 
That was when the Bulgarians first 
began to give trouble. We just pressed 
them back. Then on May 17, for four 
or five hours we were fighting an army 
of 10,600 of them, including field artil- 
lery. On our side theré were only 1,500 
men. We chased them until the order 
came to stop fighting. 

“T myself have found in bags the 
Bulgarians dropped fingers with rings 
on them and ears containing their ear- 
rings. With us it came to be a saying 
that if anybody felt he was going to 
fall into the hands of a Bulgarian he 
had better kill himself, because if he 
was only wounded he siood a great risk 
of having kerosene .poured over him 
and being set fire to. Then on July 
17, when there were 5,000 or 6,000 of 
us, we attacked 40,000 Bulgarians. 
These did not want to fight, and their 
commander actually shot a lot of his 
own men. There was a time when ten 
or fifteen of them would desert in a 
day and come over to us. When we 
attacked their trenches they would 
jump up and flee, throwing down their 
guns and leaving the boxes of bread 
and their cartridge boxes. Every Bul- 
garian soldier carried three big loaves 
of bread, each weighing four or five 
pounds. 

““T was discharged from the army on 
Aug. 15, and after two or three days at 
home in Cephalonia came back to get 
my old job.”’

TAFT IN PRAISE OF PERRY. 


Speaks of the Nation’s Indebtedness 
to Him for Peace. 


SANDUSKY, Ohio, Sept. 9.—From a 
stand erected within a few yards of the 
Niagara, Commodore Perry’s flagship, 
ex-President Taft, Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
Rear Admiral Charles F. Davis, and 
Gen. J. Warren Kiefer to-night made 
addresses, which closed the Perry’s vic- 
tory centennial celebration in Sandusky. 

“The review and the reminiscence of 
an event so significant in the develop- 
ment of a nation like this bring us in 
close relation with the men who helped 
to make this country and teaches us the 
price paid for our freedom,” said Mr. 
Taft. ‘* This succession of celebrations 


is teaching the people the history of 
their country. 

“The ships commanded by Commo- 
dore Perry accomplished something 
more significant than any other naval 
victory, and we are here to testify to 
the debt we owe the Perry family for 
the peace between the United States, 
Canada, and Great Britain. May it 
never end.” 

Gen. Keifer discussed the treaty made 
with Great Britain in December, 1814, 
which, he said, was a greater instru- 
ment for Christianity than any docu- 
ment ever written. ‘‘ More notable than 
Perry’s naval victery was his moral 
victory,” Gen Keifer said.

TEAM CHAMPIONSHIP TO-DAY

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9.—As the re- 
sult of the matches played to-day in 
the intercollegiate golf championship at 
Noble, Yale and Williams College will 
play in the finals to-morrow.

LATTER SETS NEW MARK 
| 


Government Report Places the Estl- 
mated Wheat Harvest of the Na- | 
tion at Over 700,000,000 Bushels. | 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—An_ enor- | 
mous loss in the prospective production 
of.corn and indications of the biggest 
wheat crop ever produced, were the fea- 


tures of the Government: September crop 
report, issued this afternoon. 

Hot weather and drought in a number 
of the principal corn growing States 
during the month ending Sept. 1, caused | 
a deterioration of corn, which experts 
calculate has resulted in the loss of 321,- 
000,000 bushels, reducing the corn crop 
estimates to 2,351,000,000. bushels. This 
destructive weather caused a loss of 
about 300,000,000 bushels during July, 
and the August loss brought the total 
up to 621,000,000 bushels since the first 
estimates of corn crop prospects were 
made by the Government. 

Texas alone of the six greatest corn- 
growing States, held her own during 
August. Nebraska was hardest hit, the 
deterioration there during the month 
amounting to 30 per cent., bringing the 
condition of the crop to 37 per cent. of 
a normal. The loss in Missouri was 29 
per cent., the crop being 41 per cent. of 
a normal, Kansas reported a condition 
of 10 per cent. of a normal, the lowest 
ever recorded and a loss of 20 per cent. 
during the month; Jllinois, with the 
greatest acreage of any State planted } 
to corn, reported a condition of 62 per 
cent,, a loss of 10 per cent.; Iowa re- 
ported 76 per cent., a loss of 9 per cent.; | 
Oklahoma, 39 per cent., a loss of 5 per 
cent. 





Bumper Wheat Crop. } 


Never before in the history of the 
country has there been such a_ bounti- 
ful wheat harvest as has been gathered |} 
this year. This was due principally to | 
the bumper crop of Winter wlieat. To- | 
day’s Government estimate of the Spring | 
wheat crop showed increased prospects | 
for that crop, making the (otal produc- | 
tion 243,000,000 bushels, or an increase | 
of 43 per cent. over the August esti- 
inate. This increase brought the esti- 
mate of total wheat crop of the country | 
10 754,000,000 bushels, or 6,000,000 bush- | 
eis more than-the great record crop of | 
1901, | 

Oats crop prospects, too, showed an | 
increase of 3.7 per cent. as a result of | 
the conditions existing during August, | 
and the crop now is estimated at 1,(k5t,- 
000,000 bushels, or 2,000,000 bushels | 
more than predicted in August. 

Weather conditions during’ August 
caused deterioration which is estimated 
to have resulted in the loss of 14,000,000 
bushels of potatoes, 35,000,000 pounds of 
tobacco, and 1,000,000 tens of hay. Bar- 
ley, flax, and rice seem to have es-| 
caped damaging weather, the prospects | 
during August having remained un- 
changed.

GIVES SIMPLE RULE 
FOR TIRE INFLATION 


Some Hints as_ to Proper 
Pressures for Auto Casings— 
Boosters to,Meet To-day. 


Few questions concerning the opera- 
tion and care of automobiles have been 
more freely discussed than that of prop- 
er inflation of tires. All sorts of theo- 
ries have been put forward on this 
|point, and many of the tiremakers now 


pmace it a practice to stamp upon their 
j}easings the pressure to which these 
{should be inflated. Some suggestions 


‘for one of the tire companies yesterday 
jare applicable to tires of all sizes. 

| “Inflate the front tires to a pressure 
;equivalent to seventeen or eighteen 
| times their cross-section,” he said, ‘‘ and 
| the rear tires tO a pressure equivalent 
{to twenty times their cross-section. For 


|example, 84 by 4 inch tires should have 


{the front wheels, while on the rear 


should be reinflated occasionally, since 
inner tubes are permeable, and when 
rubber is heated to 80 degrees or more, 
15 to 20 per cent. of pressure is lost. It 
is not advisable to inflate tires with 
the exhaust from the engine, as oil and 
certain gases are destructive to rubber. 
The tire should round out well and not 
flatten under the weight of the car and 
passengers, There is not-so much dan- 
ger from blowing tires up hard as is 
generally supposed, because hard tires 
do not bend so much as softer ones, and 
the friction heat in them is therefore 
lower.”

but a very few issués the range of quota- 
tions was narrow. The most pronounced 
movement of the day occurred in the 
final hour after the publication of the 
Government crop report. That move- 
ment carried prices. upward for a mod- 
erate net gain for the lst as a whole, 
the final prices in a number of instances 
being the best, or practically the best, of 
the day. In some respects the crop re- 
port was bad, this being particularly 
true of corn, but relatively the report 
was good, for it showed a slightly better 
prospéct for the corn crop than had been 
expected after the extent of the drought 
damage had become generally known. 
The indicated corn yield of 2,851,000,000 
bushels was from 50,000,000 to 100,000,000 
bushels better than some authorities had 
expected, and to that extent, for one 
thing, the report was better than ex- 
pectations. The wheat crop was shown 
to ‘hold promise of a total yield, Winter 
and Spring combined, of 754,000,000 bush- 
els, which betters last year’s large crop 
and exceeds by over 5,000,000 bushels the 
record yield of 1901. 

Considered as a stock market factor it 
is necessary to compare the actual show- 
ing in the crop report with what had 
been expected rather than with actual 
results obtained in prévious years, or 
with hopes which were entertained early 
in the season. From this point of view 
yesterday’s report may be said “to be 
satisfactory inasmuch as it was as a 
whole as good as or a little better than 
had been expected. Viewed more broad- 
ly it is necessary, of course, to accept the 
fact that the report confirms unofficial 
estimates of great damage to the chief 
of the country’s crops. But even from 
this standpoint the loss thus sustained 
has to be considered in relation to other 
factors in the situation. The higher 
value per bushel which the smaller corn 
crop will command offers partial com- 
pensation to the producer, which is not 
to be neglected, although it may seem 
meagre compensation when applied to 
the situation as a whole. Beyond that it 
means less to the country to have a 
short corn crop this year after last 
year’s record yield than it would if this 
short crop was the second of its kind. 
The stock market viewing the matter 
in its own way found in the report the 
sufficient reason for the moderate up- 
turn in prices on which the market 
closed. 

Money was again somewhat higher 
yesterday, banks here continuing to 
feel the effect of the interior seasonal 
demand for cash. Further shipments 
were made, including some to points 
in the Northwest. A Scrutiny of the re- 
turns of the national] banks of the coun- 
try under the Controller’s call of Aug. 
9 indicates that most of the prepara- 
tions against the Fall demands, so far 
as those preparations were reflected in 
the percentage of the banks’ reserves 
up to the date of this report, had been 
made by the institutions in the reserve 
and central reserve cities. The country 
banks with the exception of those of 
the Pacific States showed tor each sec~ 
tion of the country smaller percentages 
of reserve than at the corresponding 
call a year ago. This, perhaps, is in no 
wise different from what was to be ex- 
pected under the circumstances, but it 
g0es to explain the demands which the 
central reserve cities are now being 
called upon to meet despite the prom- 
ised large deposits of Government cash. 

The hearings before the’ Massachu- 
setts Commission on the New Haven’s 
proposed bond issue and before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on the 
consolidated issue proposed by the New 
York Central dealt with matters in 
which Wall Street is, of course, greatly 
interested. Of the two, circumstances 
gave the more practical interest, of 
course, to the New Haven hearing. <It 
Wags very generally assumed that the 
New Haven would be successful in put- 
ting through the financing which it has 
proposed to meet its maturing obliga- 
tions and to provide for the necessary 
expenditures for improvements. It is 
recognized, of course, that any undue 
delay in passing upon financial Plans 
is in itself, irrespective of the decision 
reached, an adverse factor in dealing 
with such plan, and along with the be- 
lief that the New Haven issue in all 
its essential features at least would be 
approved went the hope that the com- 
mission would find it possible to render 
an early decision. That the stock mar- 
ket had no misgivings about the matter 
yesterday was indicated by the fact 
that the price of New Haven held its 
own. There is expected to-day the 
monthly report et unfilled tonnage of 
the United States Steel Corporation. If 
recent expectations are borne out the 
loss in tonnage to be reported for

| No Help for Turkey Here. 

Bankers in this city were disposed yes— 
terday to throw cold water on the an- 
nounced project of placing a Turkish 
loan of $10,000,000 or $15,000,000 here. 
They pointed to the fact that Amer- 
icans have no particular interest in 
Turkey, as they have in some other 
countries. There was an economic rea- 
son, for instance, for the efforts of 
American bankers to participate in a 
big Chinese loan, efforts that were not 
only supported, but were actually in- 
stigated, by the Taft Administration. 
When the Wilson Administration came 
in, it promptly withdrew its support, 
and the bankers were glad to drop the 
project. No such economic reason ex- 
ists in the case of Turkey. One of the 
bankers who discussed the matter yes- 
terdey said that no American syndicate 
would invest money in Turkey without 
Government support, and, in view of 
the Chinese affair, that was out of the 
question. Besides all this, the demands

TRIM MEN HEARD 
ON BUILDING CODE 


Plan to Bar Wood in Structures 
Over 100 Feet High Attacked 
by Wood Trim Men. 


CHARGE METAL MONOPOLY 


Metal Exponents Put Limit of 


Safety at 40 Feet— Final 
Hearing by Aldermen. 


The Building Code Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen at a final hearing 
yesterday on the proposed new build- 
ing code at Chairman Herbst’s office, 
61 Chambers Street, listened to argu- 
ments for and against the plan not to 
allow any woodwork or other combust- 
ible material in any fireproof building 
ever 100 feet in height. The present 
code limits the height of fireproof build- 
ings in which woodwork can be used 
to 150 feet and it is this proposed re- 
duction in limit of height to which the 
exponents of fireproof wood made seri- 
ous objection. 

They maintained that the proposed 
code was drawn in the interests of the 
metal trim men who, they said, hed | 
organized a monopoly to control the 
metal! trim business of the country. The | 
metal trim men, on the other Land, 
argued that the use of metal greatly 
reduced fire hazard and was much 
cheaper in the long run. They argued 
that it was just as unsafe to erect 4 
building containing wood trimming nine 
stories high, or 100 feet, as it was to 
erect a twelve-story building, or one 
150 feet high. They put the limit of 
safety in height in which wood can be} 
used, in fact, at only forty feet. 

The fireproof wood trim people were 
represented at the hearing by G. Rich- 
ard Davis, who was spokesman for the 
Allied Real Estate Interests, and Rich- | 
ard S. Newcomb and Charles J, Hardy, | 
attorneys. Mr. Newcomb stated that} 
the National Steel and Bronze Company | 
of Boston had recently been organized 
with a capital of $20,000,000 to control 
the entire metal trimming industry of | 
the country. He said that it already | 
eontrolled twenty-seven of the patents | 
on metal trim and finishings, and that | 
despite ail his efforts he could not find 
out how much it controlled besides. It 
had absorbed, he said, all the minor 
firms carrying on the same business 
with the exception. of one, the Dahl- 
strom Metal Door Company. Mr. New- 
comb summarized his objection to the 
code on the grounds of increased cost, 
no reason for the change, creation ol a 
monopoly, and unnecessary and willful 
destruction of an industry. Mr. Hardy 
pointed cut that the new concern was 
a $20,000,000 corporation and that no- |} 
body could tell how much greater it 
would become. He said: a } 

‘*How will the dividends be paid on 
this enormously inflated capital? By the | 
taxpayers of New York, if you enact 
this legislation.”

W._D. Smith, formerly of the Thomp- 
s0n-Starrett Company and now a sub- 
contractor in business for himself, made 
the argument for the metal-trim people. 
He pointed out that the insured fire loss 
in New York City last year was $9,000,- 
000, and that the year before it was 
more than $12,000,000. 


The Fireproof Difference. 
**Our perpetual bonfires,’’ he said, 


“are not indicative of common sense, 
and, to better conditions, we must realize 
that ‘fireproof’ is the most abused and 
misinterpreted word in our language to- 
day. There is a vast difference in fire- 
proof in name and in reality, and on 
this difference depends the lives and dol- 
lars of every New Yorker wno lives in 
the more densely populated portions of 
the city. 

“Death traps are a crime against the 
municipality and ignore that common- 
sense precept that prevention is better 
than cure or than the whole Fire De- 
partment. Were the owner of each 
building where a death has occurred 
just during this past year to have 
erished with his property, there would 
é€ no necessity for this code. It is 
easy to gamble with the ‘lives and 
property of others. 

“It is not the prevention of one fire 
that counts, but perpetual prevention 
which makes immunity from flames 
the inmost profitable of all insurance 
policies. 

_-’ We are face to face with a loss of 
life that for the most part is unneces- 
sary and preventable. Human careless- 
ness or negligence, somewhere, is re- 
sponsible, but, saying this, shall we 
drop the subject and merely sigh over 
the weakness of human nature? 

“To avoid all this loss, risk, and 
danger, there are but two things to 
remember—to give fire nothing to burn, 
at least in structural parts of a build- 
ing, and as little as possible to de- 
stroy in the contents of a building. 

“If a building is properly constructed 
and designed, only a very small portion 
of its contents, those in some one unit 
ot space in which fire originates, may 
be damaged, and at the same time it 
will. suffer no ill-effects in its own 
structure. 

“These small units can be created and 
maintained by the use of non-tombusti- 
ble doors and trim. It cannot by wood 
in any form now known. 

“It seems so utterly foolish to do so 
much toward fireproofing and just stop 
Short of doing it absolutely well. Re- 
member, a chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link. 

“The time is rapidly approaching 
When the public will realize that they 
have had their fill of procrastination 
and preliminaries, but must we await 
further conflagrations and holocausts 
at our very coor before the moral] is 
brought home to us?”

ARREST BULLFIGHT MEN. 


Animal Crashes Into Fence and S. 
P. C. A. Steps Into Arena at Coney. 


The bad temper of a bull brought a 
sudden end to the bloodless bullfights’ 
which had been advertised for Steeple- 
chase Park, at Coney Island, last night. 
The bull paid no attention to an an- 
nouncement by Eugene Talrone that the 
affair was only an exhibition, and 
charged Enrique Robels, the matador, 
in deadly earnest. Unhappily for him- 
self and 2ven more unhappily for the 700 
spectators in the arena, Mr. Bull was 
more precipitate than precise. He 
crashed into the fence and knocked him- 
self out. 

This accident, which happened but a 
few minutes after the entertainment had 


begun, was followed by the. entrance 
into the arena of three veterinarians em- 
ployed by the S. P. C. A., Dr. Edward 
N. Leary, Dr. Thomas 8S. Childs, and 
Dr. Philip Finn. After examining the 
eontused nose of the bull, which was 
bieeding, they announced their opinion 
to Supt. Thomas Freel, and his assist- 
ant, Thomas S. Archer of the S, P. C. 
A., that both Section 181 and 185 of- the 
penal law had been violated. The first 
refers to baiting animals and the sec- 
ond to treating them cruelly, Sept. Freel 
gave orders to arrest all connected with 
the exhibition. Matador Robels escaped, 
but Hyman Eckstein, the promoter; 
John D. Gluck, the press agent; Eugene 
Talrone,. the lecturer; Victor La Rue 
and Hugh Dugan, the cowboys, and Ed 
Rehmer, Pedro Maxcius, Herbert Hei- 
denreich, José Macue Cosetta, Tolas 
Rodriques, and Arcino Gomez, the pica- 
dors, were arrested and taken to the 
Coney Island Police Station where they 
were bailed out for a hearing to-day 
before Magistrate McGuire. 

The exhibition had been staged in the 
larger of the two Steeplechase swim- 
ming tanks, which had been drained and 
filled with sand for the occasion. The 
first bull was brought out at 6 o’clock. 
Talrone announced that Robels, the 
matador, had been armed merely in self- 
defense, and would harm no bull unless 
in grave personal danger.

“MUCH FOOD UNFIT TO EAT” | 


Price Too Cheap for Enough Good | 
Food, McCann Says—Quality Not | 


Fixed by Government, |

A former chef at Elis Island, Jacob | 
Minstermann of 953 Westchester Ave- | 
nue, the Bronx, who had charge of the} 
kitchens and supervised the cooking of | 
the food for the immigrants there, tes- | 
tifving against this former employers, | 
told the investigating commission yes- 
terday that he had been compellcd to 
use meats that were In bad condition. 
He was retained ag kitchen superin- 
tendent, he said, when the present con- 
tractors, Hudgins & Dumas, obtained 
the restaurant privilege on May 10, 
1910. Minstermann’s testimony was the 
most serious that had been brought out 
against the contractors since the inves- 
tigation started, because it was corrobo- 
rative in important details of the iesti- 
mony of Alfrea W. McCann and other 
investigators of the Bureau of Munici- 
pal Research. 

George H. Mann, attorney for several 
of the complaining witnesses, first of- 
fered an affidavit from Minstermann, 
which the commission declined to accept 
unless Minstefmann would submit te 
an examination concerning its contents. 
Part of his affidavit reads: 


During my first two weeks there IT com- 
plained to the manager, Russell Hudgins, 
and to Mr. Hudgins of the firm, that the 
beet was rotten and showed it to them. 
They agreed with me that the beef was 
rotten, but I had to use it for the immi- 
grants. None of it was used in the restau- 
rant. We had meat of the same kind aii 
the time I was there, and I complained of 
it. We often had rotten fish there, so rot- 
ten that it could not be used. I would 
pick the best of it out and use that. 

All the beef and mutton were trimmings 
and neck pieces. We had to use the trim- 
ings for roast beef. No solid pieces were 
used any of the time I was there, except 
the neck pieces. We very seldorn pre- 
pared any roast beef, and not over a half 
dozen times altogether. Hash was made 
out of stale bread, trimmings of the ham 
used for sandwiches, and potatoes, very 
litte meat. All the time I was there the 
rice used was broken rice. A good deal of 
the food which we served there was not 
fit to eat. 

I am making this statement of my own 
free will and no one is forcing me in any 
way, and [£ am not receiving or hoping for 
any reward, except the good of the immi- 
grant. 

Minstermann’s testimony, as brought 
eut by Richard H. Taylor of the com- 
mission, followed closely his swora 
statement. Replying to the question 
concerning unfit meats he had found, 
he answered: Ss aa 

‘*T trimmed and cut off the bad por- 
tions, and fixed it up; I had to improve 
its condition with spices and onions.”

Cross-examined by William S. Bennet, | 
attorney for the food contractors, Min- | 
stermann said none of the bad food, so | 
far as he knew, was used in the regular | 
restaurant at Ellis Island, which is Kept | 
separate from the immigrant division. | 
Minstermann denied that he_had been 
discharged by Hudgins & Dumas for | 
dishonesty or drunkenness. He hud been 
there a year when he was dismissed for 
some reason he could not recall. 

Walter J. Jacobson, landing agent for 
the Scandinavian Steamship Line, called 
to deny the testimony of Martin J. Hart- 
wig, in which he charged that the death 
of a child at Ellis Island had been at- 
tributed to the poor food there, said 
nothing of the kind had ever happened 
at [lis Island. He had not received a 
single complaint against the food, said 
Jacobson, and it wag customary tor him 
to advise immigrants traveling by his 
line to purchase food supplies when 
about to continue their journey from 
Ellis Island. 

In reply to Mr. 
amination, Alfred W. 
complaining witness against the food 
contractors, said they could not sell 
an &8-cent breakfast to the immigrants— 
meat hash, boiled cereal with milk an 
sugar or tea and coffee, white or rye 
hread—in such quantities as the aver- 
desire. 

“Tf you give enough food it cannot be 
sold for less than 11 cents,’ he said. 
The cheapest roast dinner could not be 
provided for less than 13% cents, he 
contended. He produced a statement 
showing the nutritive values and market 
prices of certain foods specified in the 
Government contracts, determined by 
reports made by Dr. . C, Atwater 
and C. F. Langworthy of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Prof. Henry 
Sherman of Columbia University. 

“On the basis of what the Govern- 
ment has decided is necessary for 
proper nutrition, the calories or heat 
values of food for the_ different races 
of immigrants,’’ said McCann, “are: 
Relgian, 4270 per cent. ; German, 4530; 
Scotch, 3979: French, 4570, and Swedish, 
2991 The calories in the Ellis Tsland 
meals average not more than 1291 per 
cent. These meals might suffice for a 
Japanese, but not for the average immi- 
grant. ° 

“The Government in specifying the 
cost of the meals at & cents each ap- 
parently has the idea that it will_pre- 
vent starvation,’ continued McCann. 
“Quality is not svecified. The Govern- 
ment has spent time, labor, and money 
to determine the correct food values for 
sustaining fe; why is it that these 
standards do not apovly at. Ellis Island? 
It is farcical and hypocritical.”
